While great care may be taken 
with the marketing and storage of 
potatoes it is alarming to see the 
intended for table stock 
which have to be discarded during 
the season. Close examination of 
these discards show the most are 
bruised, cut or rotted. These injur- 
ies ‘cout be avoided by push 
handling. If a pdtato is dropped u 


cellent material for rots to develop. 
These rots, after getting a start, 
affect other potatoes, causing much 
loss of valuable food. 

Similarly, other root crops, also 
cabbage, cauliflower, celery and 
other stored vegetables, should be 
handled with care. All are actually 
living material composed of many 
minute cells. Rough hartdling may 
result in breaking many of these 
cells, causing an area of dead tissue 
and bringing about food loss. 

The need for careful handling of 
fruits is even more necessary and 
for that reason greater care is 
usually exercised. In spite of this, 
considerable loss takes place every 
year as a result of careless hand- 


Jing 4t harvest. Bruises inflicted at 


picking, on the Wagon to the pack-

packing all lead to food losses. 

No set rule can be laid down to 
correct these problems. It is just a 
matter of using* common _ sense. 
Padding in picking baskets’ for 
tender fruits, on grading tables and 
orehard boxes helps. Using the 
proper type of digging equipment 
prevents loss in root crops. Proper 
distribution of the farm help has 
heen known to prevent losses. 
When a man fails to realize the im- 
portance of careful handling he 
should be put on another job where 
he will do less damage.

HARVEST LABOUR 


Plans to cope with the. harvest 
labour problem were’ discussed in 
Edmonton early this week when T. 
B. Pickersgill, Assistant Associate 
Director, National Selective Service 
Ottawa, met the Alberta Dominion- 
Provincial Parm Labour Committee 

The importance of utilizing all 
local help +o the greatest possible 
extent’ was. emphasized. District 
Agriculturists wil again direct the 
programme in their respective dis- 
tricts and again as in 1943 they will 
be assisted by local labour -repre- 
sentatives and Farm for Victory 
Committees. 

An appeal will be made to local 
town organizations to give all pos- 
sible assistance to the farmers. 

Mr, Pickersgill outlined the plans 
being made to bring harvesters 
from the east and Ke discussed the 
possibility of securing help from 
the Armed Services. The commit- 
tee is investigating the possibility 
of using more Indian labour than 
has been utilized in the past and 
an intensive campaign to recruit 
men from short cron areas for work

SUMMER CARE OF 
STRAWBERRY PLANTS 


Strawberry, plants of. the. mid- 
summer type that were set out 
this spring should not be allowed 
to bear fruit this year, says Dr. J. 
S. Shoemaker, Professor of Horti- 
culture, University of Alberta. All 
blossoms and flower stalks should 
be kept picked off, during the year 
in which the plants are set. Remov- 
ing the flower stalks during the 
first year -helps the plants to be- 
come well established by prevent- 
ing severe drain on their vitality 
from untimely fruiting, aids in 
overcoming drought conditions, 
and increases plant formation. 

The everbearing type of straw- 
berry requires somewhat different 
treatment, In spite of the name, 
these plants do not bear thtough- 
out the summer. The chief value of 
the everbearing strawberry in the 
year in which the plants are set, 
is as a fall crop. Blossoms must not 
therefore be picked off all through 
the first year or the main purposé 
in growing this type of strawberry 
will be defeated. Everbearing 
strawberry plants should be set out 
early in the spring and the blos- 
soms picked off fof several months 
Later in .the year the blossoms 
should be Jeft so that fruit may be’ 
produced towards the end of the
